King George Notifies Harding That |

LONDON, Oct. 17.—Under the gray | 
arches of Westminster Abbey lit by 
golden sunstine slanting down from the 
lofty windows of the nave sleeps Bri- 
tain’s unknown warrior. To his grave 
this morning came General Pershing as 
envoy from the United States to present 
the medal which Congress had voted to 
honor the British soldiers and sailors 
who died in the great war, 
~ A gathering of famous men was there | 
to meet him. In their presence, grouped | 
ground the simple gravestone General 
Pershing knelt and placed the medal on 
the tomb; it was a simple scene but full 
of deep meaning. 

On the grave, in the midst of the silent 
square of mourners, already lay tributes 
from many nations. King George, King 
Albert of Belgium, Marshal Foch and 
ethers had sent wreaths. The Union 
Jack at its foot tad covered the body of 
many a brave soldier as he was hastily 
buried in the Ypres salient. Medals and 
crucifixes were placed near by. 

General Pershing added a little disk 
ef gold with a bright blue ribkon, the 
highest honor which America can be- 
stow upon a soldier, and as he sprang to 
attention and stood for a moment at 
salute he seemed to pay the most worthy 
tribute that one great nation could give 
to another. 

The whole ceremony 
through with dignity and simplicity 
The American representatives came 
from the Embassy in two royal car- 
riages escorted by mounted policemen 
on white horses. In the first carriage 
were Ambassador Harvey and General 
Pershing and in the second were Vice 
Admiral Niblack and Rear Admiral 
Twining, with two naval aids. They 
drove to George Street, a quarter of a 
mile from the Abbey, where they were 
received by the General commanding 
the London district, and -thence proceed- 
ed through lines of British soldiers, 
sailors and airmen to the north door of 
the Abbey. Here they found the clergy, 
Premier Lloyd George, Lord Lee, First} 
Lord of the Admiralty, and Sir Lamar 
Worthington Evans, Secretary of War, 
awaiting them.

The procession was then formed. The 
great cross of Westminster came first 
and then the choir, canons-and Dean of 
the Abbey, all wearing scarlet cassocks 
under their surplices, followed. Ambas- 
sador Harvey and General Persting 
came next, then the two Admirals with 
their aides and the British Cabinet Min- 
fsters in the rear. Through the north 
transept and the choir, every’ seat of 
which was filled by the general public, | 
they passed as the choir sang tht hymn:

William Robertson, Sir Henry Wilson 
and other well-known soldiers and sail- 
ors and delegates from the Pilgrims and 
similar associations. 

The clergy and choir took their places 
in front of the west door and Bishop 
Ryle. Dean of Westminster; Ambassa- 
dor Harvey and General Pershing, a 
fine, soldierly figure, stood at the head 
of the grave. The Dean bowed to 
the Ambassador, who read a short ad- 
dress, and then General Pershing and 
Vice Admiral Niblack, as representa- 


tives of the American Army and Navy, 
atepped forward. The Admiral held in 
his hand thc Congressional Medal as the 
General spoke a few words. As he fin- 
ished ‘the Admiral handed it to him and 
then passing within the barrier General 
Pershing knelt beside the unknown war- 
rior’s grave and placed the medal 
upon it. 

He rose and coming to salute, stood 
silent for 2 moment or two. The Dean 
n the name of the Chapter of West- 
minster Abbey, accepted the custody of 
medal and expressed the thanks of 
British nation to Congress for the 
honor it thus bestowed on the dead.

They then said that any} 
further statement must come from the 
White House, their only comment being 
that favorable results were hoped for by 
all concerned in the conferences. The 
members of the Public Group left tonight 
for Chicago. 

Members of the Public Group are hope- 
ful that a strike wlil be averted. An- 
other who took the optimistic viewpoint 
tonight was Senator Cummins, Chair- 
man of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee of the Senate, who said that he 
believed there would be no strike. 

Officials of all the Government depart- 
ments which would be directly involved 
in the event of a strike were in consul- 
tation making a survey of the situation 
and preparing for emergencies. The feel- 
ing that a strike would be averted 
seemed general, but there was unusual 
activity. 

Attorney General Daugherty was con- 
sulted by members of the Public Group 
and by Postmaster General Hays, the 
latter seeking information, it was said, 
as to the legal aspect of any delay of 
the mails which might result if a strike 
became effective. Mr. Hays made this 
statement: 

‘““T am sure the parties to the con- 
troversy will not permit developments 
which will interfere with the Govern- 
ment service. This is no time for state- 
ments from this department. A _ time 
may come for action. I sincerely trust 
that it wilb not. If it does there will be 
action. The mails will be moved.” 
pecretary of Labor Davis returned to 
Washington today and had a talk with 
Ben W. Hooper of the Public Group. 
Mr. Davis said that he was not recalled 
from his trip to the Middle West by 
President Harding, as had been report- 
ed, and that he had talked with Mr. 
Hooper for the purpose of acquainting 
himself with the latest developments. 

At the White House no confirmation 
could be received of reports that Presi- 
dent Harding had asked leaders of the 
railroad workers to come to Washing- 
ton. While no one there would discuss 
the threatened strike, the inference 
was that no invitation had been ex- 
tended, up to this time, at least. 





No Congress Action Planned. 


Leaders of the Senate and House_said 
that no Congressional action was now 
anticipated in regard to the threatened 
strike. Senator Poindexter of Wash- 
ington was at the White House, but 
said that he did not go there to dis- 
cuss the railroad situation and had 
no intention of pressing his anti-strike 
legislation. 

Senator Cummins said that there was 


nothing he knew of in the way of possi- 
ble legislation which could help the 
situation and that so far as he knew 
no legislation was contemplated. 

“It is a matter,’’ said Senator Cum- 
mins, *‘for executive and administra- 
tive action. It also appears to be a 
situation where the employment of 
diplomacy may be necessary to- bring 
about a settlement.” 

Senator Cummins was asked if he 
thought that provosals for a reduction 
in freight rates would help.

|MAY HIRE 500,000 JOBLESS 


Says Besler—Underwood Sees 
Federal Control Plot. 


The general managers of the railroads 
terminating in New York and New Jer- } 
sey met yesterday to plan their fight to} 
break the strike, if it becomes a fact. | 
No statement of their plans was made, | 
but from other sources it was learned | 
that it is the intention of the roads to 
fill as many vacancies as possible by 
hiring back railroad men out of jobs. 
These are said to number between 300,- 
000 and 500,000 

‘The railroads have been told in lan- 
guage as positive as may be possible 
that there is to be a strike,’’ said W. 
G. Besler, President of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey, yesterday, ‘‘ and if 
such is the case the railroads are pre- 
pared to meet the issue and will meet 
it with appropriate action.”’ 

One thing which is expected, accord- 
ing to an official representative of the 
railroads, is a call from the White 
House for the railroad executives, 
Brotherhood leaders and Federal Labor 
Board to meet in Washington and re- 
consider the situation. 

It was said that the new application 
for a 10 per cent. wage cut was not 
necessarily the last of such applications 
which the railroads would make. This 
official predicted that the nation eventu- 
ally would reap a large benefit from the 
‘“‘showdown’”’ with the railroad em- 
ployes. This benefit, he asserted, would 
be largely its ‘‘ collateral and indirect 
effect ’’ in forcing wage cuts on power- 
fully organized unions, such as those of 
the building trades, which, he said, 
form ‘ centres of resistance ’’ to fair re- 
adjustment. 





Underwood’s Version of Cause. 


F. D. Underwood, President of the 
Erie Railroad, in a statement asserted 
that the real purpose of the strike was 
to bring about Government control of 
the railroads in order to get rid of the 
discipline which is maintained under} 
private operation. His statement was! 
as follows: 

‘‘It should be understood that the 
present strike movement so prominently 
before the public, analyzed, amounts to 
this: -It is different from any other 
strike in that it is not directed against 
railways but against the verdict of a 
body constituted by Congress who, after 
a hearing, fixed wages, not at the in- 
stance of the interested, parties, but 
founded on conditions developed by evi- 
dence. 

“The situation is that of striking on 
the ‘umpire’ —The United States Rail- 
road Labor Board. 

‘‘The real purpose is not appreciated! 


by some of us. It is to bring about 
Government control—the desire of all 
labor bodies, some part of the public, 
some members of Congress. 

‘* Railroad labor has the idea that un- 
der Government control they are better 
off; naturally they are for it. A leader 
of the railway conductors, when asked 
why his men favored Federal control 
said, ‘ Because the conditions are better 
and the discipline not sharp.’

The Association of Railway Executives 
rejected yesterday the proposal of the| 
Public Group of the Railroad Labor 
Board that the railroads should imme- 
diately cut freight rates so that the 
shipper would get the full benefit of the | 
wage cut of July 1. It was asserted 
that the proposal was based on a misap- 
prehension of the facts, and that the cut 
in rates had virtually taken place. 

A statement to. this effect, issued by 
T. De Witt Cuyler, Chairman of the 
association, concluded with this state- 
ment as to the railroads’ purpose: 

“The plan_of the railroads is to pro- 
ceed as follows: 

“1. An application will be made im- 
mediately to the United States Rail- 
road Labor Board for a reduction in 
wages of train service employes, suffi- | 
cient to remove the remainder of the | 
increases made by the Labor Board’s 
decision of July 20 (which would in- | 
volve a further reduction of approx!- } 
mately 10 per cent.) and for a reduction 
in the wages of all other classes of rail- | 
road labor to ‘the going rate for such | 
labor in the several territories where the 
carriers operate. 

“2. Concurrently with such 
in wages, the benefit of the 
thus obtained shall, with the assent of 
the: Interstate Commerce Commission, | 
be passed on to the public in the reduc- | 
tion of existing railroad rates, except 
in so far as this reduction shall have 
been made in the meantime.”’ 

The earlier part of the statement was 
as follows: 

“The proposition of the public mem- 
bers of the United States Labor Board, 
as published in the papers of today, 
has not been brought formally to the 
attention of the Association of Railway 
Executives. Their only information con- 
cerning it has been derived from the 
newspapers, and the executives have 
held no meeting at which the matter 
could have been discussed. 


Tells of Rate Cuts Made. 


‘‘“Dhe proposition, “as stated in the 
newspapers, is that the railroads should 
withdraw their plan to seek a concur- 
rent reduction in present railroad rates 
and wages. The intimation of the pub- 
lic members of the Railroad Labor| 
Board is that the public has had no 
benefit from the 12 per cent. reduction | 
in wages authorized in July, and it is! 
suggested that the railroads make 
further reductions in rates without 
further reductions in wages. 

“In ordér that the public may be 
able to judge the merits of this proposi- 
tion, the following data is submitted: 

“Since the general increase in rates 
putsinto effect under authority of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission Sept. 
1, 1920, there have been, in fact, ex- 
tensive reductions, most of them volun- 
tary, in railroad rates, bringing about a 
large loss in earnings to the railroads. 
The reduction of wages made on July 1 
was put into effect only after many 
freight reductions had previously been 
made. 

** Since the reduction in wages of Jul 
1 a large additional number of reduc- 
tions in rates have Deen made. For ex- 
ample. there was a reduction on cargo 
coakfrom points in Onvio, Western ivenn- 
sylvania and West Virginia to Lake Erie 
ports, arfect'ng, from Avg. 1 to Oct. 7, 
some 14,700,000 tons, on which the actual 
loss in revenue to the railroads amount- 
ed to $4,116,000. ‘ 

“ Successive reductions have been 
made on grain and grain products, be-

Stone Reviews the Case. 


In addition to this comment Mr. Stone 
issued this formal Statement: 


The men’s position and their reasons 
for striking are, In part, as follows: 

When the Transportation aci of iv20 
became a law it was hoped by the em- 
ployes that all disputes would be ad- 
justed and decisions rendered by the 
board would be complied with by the 
carriers and employes. Instead of 
complying with the decisions of the 
Labor Board, the railroads soon began 
to disregard or flout its decisions 
flagrant instances of this being the 
action of the Atlanta, Birmingham & 
Atlantic, the Erie, the Pennsylvania 
and many other cases that could be 
cited. 

It is well known, and admitted bv 
all, that the railway men were the 
last to receive any increase during the 
war period. During August, 1919, the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
submitted to President Wilson a state- 
ment setting forth that a decrease in 
the cost of the necessities of life was 
necessary or an increase in wages was 
imperative. 

From that time on the question of 
wages was discussed on different oc- 
casions, and was finally submitted to 
the Labor Board. In July, 1920. the 
board handed down a decision, which, 
based on all the facts, they declared 
was just and equitable, and further 
stated that their conclusions were 
Pre ag mage Pn consideration of the 
acts, as evidenced by the testi 
before that board. oe 

Later, Mr. Atterbury of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad appeared before the 
board, and, in a spectacular presenta- 
tion, demanded an immediate redue- 
tion of the wages of all railroad em- 
ployes, notwithstanding the carriers 
had been granted a material increase 
in freight and passenger rates in or- 
der to meet the increased wages grant- 
ed by the board. This was denied on 
technical grounds, because the car- 
riers had not properly created a dis- 
pute, in accordance with the Transpor- 
tation. act. 

The railroads then began to serve 
notice on all their employes, demand- 
ing reductions in pay, thereby legally 
creating a dispute, which was referred 
to the Labor Board, resulting in a 
9 sp cent. reduction as of July 1, 

To further aggravate the situation, 
immediately following this meeting a 
great number of the railroads served 
notice on their employes that they 
would revise a schedule and take from 
them the rules governing their service 
that had been in effect for from ten to 
thirty years. Said rutes were obtained, 
partly by the efforts of the ‘Tinited 
States Board of Mediation or Boards 
of Arbitration, of which the neutral 
members were appointed by the repre- 
sentatives of the Government. The 
majority of such rules were the result 
of negotiations across the table seb \ 
the representatives: of the organiza- 
tions and the managers of the ind:- 
vidual railroads and acknowledged to 
be fair and equitable.

cago. The result of said conference 
Was to instruct the executives of the 
organizations to meet the executives 
of the railroads some time prior to 
Sept. 1 for the purpose of trying to 
bring about an amicable adjustment. 
This was done, and a committee of 
railroad executives were met in the 
East, Southeast and Western terri- 
tories, their answers all being sim- 
ilar and denying any kind of concil- 
fatory measures. 

Following the refusal of the execu- 
tives of the railways to enter into any 
agreement with the executives of the 
organizations, there was nothing left 
to do but refer the matter to a refer- 
endum vote of all the workers which 
were employed on the railroad and to 
submit their decision in the matter. In 
October the representatives of the 
workers were convened in Chicago and 
a@ canvass of the vote was made which 
indicated that 94 per cent. plus were 
in favor of withdrawing from the ser- 
vice. Such a condition was never 
known before in the history of rail- 
Toad labor, and no doubt was caused 
by the arrogant, selfish attitvde of 
the railroad executives, together with 
their declination to be a party to any 
kind of conciliatory terms. 

After the vote had been canvassed 
the Chairman of the Railroad Own- 
ers’ Association was notifiei by wire 
of the result and tne request for a con- 
ference committee was made. The 150 

railroad Presidents, Meeting in Chi- 
cago, named a committee of five rail- 
road Presidents to meet the executive 
officers of the transportation Broth- 
erhoods. They declined to make any 
concession or offer any solution pro- 
viding for a settlement, but instead 
notified us that a resolution had been 
adopted by the railroad Presidents, 
asking the Labor Board for a further 
wage reduction of the employes. 

Then, and not until then, was per- 
mission given for men to leave the ser- 
vice.

Mr. Stone and W. G. Lee, President 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Train- 
men, said that the next move must come 
from the railroad executives or from 
the Government. 

**Our orders giving the men permis- 
sion to quit work Oct. 30—we never 
order a strike—are out and we are mere- 
ly marking time until something de- 
velops from the other side,’’ Mr. Stone 
said. 

Both Mr. Stone and Mr. Lee tonight 
discussed the possibility of the Govern- 
ment attempting to run mail trains, fol- 
lowing the publication of a statement 
from Washington by Postmaster General 
Hays that ‘‘the mail will be moved.”’ 
They said that they ‘‘ know of no law 
which compels a man to work who wants 
to quit.’’ 

Mr. Lee added: 

‘*‘No exception will be made to any 
class of service and the talk about a 
‘skeleton service’ being permitted is 
pure bunk.’’ 

Mr. Lee stated that 90 to 95 per ‘cent. 
of the railroad mileage of the country 
would be affected if the strike took 
place. 

While the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen on the International and 
Great Northern (Texas) have been au- 


thorized by their President to walk out 
at noon Oct. 22, it is not expected that 


they will go alone, as the other organiza- |

Official Strike Permission 


Official permission for the 
workers included in the five 
hoods which are to begin the progres- 
sive strike at 6 A. M., Oct. 30, signed 
by the heads of the organizations, was 
made public here tonight by Mr. Stone. 
The order from the five chiefs was sent 
to the General Chairmen. 


The General Chairmen received copies 
of the permission to be handed down to 
local Chairmen, who in turn will impart 
it to the individual workers. 

The circular containing the permission 
is dated Chicago, Oct. 14, and reads: 

To General Chairmen Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, 
Order of Railroad Conductors, Broth- 
erhood of Railroad Trainmen and 
‘Switchmen’s Union of North america: 

Sirs and Brothers: 

The General Chairmen representing 
the employes on the/railroads named 
in Decision No. 147 and addenda 
thereto convened in the city of Chicago 
for the purpose of canvassing the ref- 
erendum vote of their respective mem- 
bership on the question of wage re- 
duction authorized -by the United 
States Railroad Labor Board, made 
effective July 1, 1921, and to deter- 
mine procedure. 

The vote of the membership of the 
above-named organizations being over- 
whelmingly in favor of a strike in each 
of the associations represented, the 
chief executives and the General 
Chairmen have no alternative except 
to carry out the wishes of the mem- 
bership as expressed by their ballot. 
Therefore, said employes and other of 
our class will be permitted to with- 
draw from the service of their respec- 
tive companies at —— (insert time for 
the strike to begin). 

In order that the membership may 
be authoritiatively informed, each 
General Chairman will be furnished 
with a sufficient number of copies of 
a notice advising the members that 
a legal strike has heen called, which 
notice may be read or exhibited to the 
membership. 

General Chairmen furnished copy 
of these instructions will also be 
furnished the copy of a telegram in a 
sealed. envelope, which should not be 
opened unless a~telegram over the 
the signature of their chief executive 
is received which is not thoroughly un- 
derstood, in which case they will 
open the sealed envelope, and if the 
telegram therein is found to. be in 
strict conformity with the telegram 
received, it will mean that the strike 
is declared off, and they wil! imme- 
diately communicate with all local 
Chairmen under their jurisdiction ac- 
cordingly.

SOME RAIL UNIONS 
MAY OPPOSE STRIKE 





Among Members of Shop 
Crafts Organizations. 





CHICAGO, Oct. 17 (Associated Press). 
—Whether the Big Four Brotherhoods } 
and the Switchmen'’s. Union will be 
joined by more than 1,000,000 members 
of eleven other railroad unions in the 
proposed general rail strike remained 
tonight an undecided question, with the 
indications that the final decision, ex- 
pected at meetings to be held here this 
week, would come only after a vigor- 
ous fight in which leaders of at least a 
few ofthe organizations would make’ a 
determined effort to block a strike call. 

Official calls for a meeting here 
Wednesday of the shop crafts Executive } 
Council and the maintenance of way | 
Givisions were issued today, but it is 
not thought likely that the strike atti- 
tude of the organizations will be known } 
that day, according to B. M. Jewell, 
President of the Railway Employes’ De- 
partment, American Federation of La- 
bor, which comprises the 476,000 men in 


the shop crafts. 

Mr. Jewell explained tonight that this 
council, if it decided the situation war- 
rants it, would call in the Conference 
Committee of the Rattway Employes’ 
Department, made up of 100 chairmen 
of the department’s eight unions. This 
committee has the authority to order a 
walkout, or, if it is uncertain as to the 
advisability of one, to call in the 1,000 
general chairmen for a vote on the 
question. 

Mr. Jewell expressed the hope that a 
strike would be averted and admitted 
that there was dissension. E. H. Fitz- 
gerald, President of the clerks’ organiza- 
tion, and Mr. Jewell have had disagree- 
ments over the strike, it became known. | 

Mr. Jewell repeated his assertion to- 
night, however, that he doubted if he 
could hold back the men under him, as 
they seemed determined to strike. Mr. 
Fitzgerald could control the clerks, it 
was said, but other organizations might 
not prove easy to handle after the over- 
whelming vote in favor of a strike.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 17.—An extraordi- 
nary call for a meeting in Chicago Sun- 
day of the 22 grand officers and the 200 
General Chairmen of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Clerks, Freight Handlers, Ex- 
press and Station Employes was sent 
out today by Grand President E. H. 
Fitzgerald.

Thousands Unable to Get 1920 
Jobs Back Threaten to Be- 
come Strike-Breakers Here. 


TEAMSTERS NOT TO QUIT

100,000 Available to Move Food- 
stuffs—8,500 Yardmasters to 
Remain at Work, 


Railroad workers in New York and 
its vicinity who were “ outlawed,’’ by 
the unauthorized strike In the Spring of 
1920 and members of other independent 
organizations of railroad employes prom- 
ise to be an obstacle in the way of 
making completely effective in this dis- 
trict the general strike called to begin 
on the morning of Nov. 1. 

Several thousand members of ‘‘ out- 
law ’’ local unions who have been un- 
able to get back thefr old jobs with the 
railroads are reported to be threaten- 
ing to become strike-breakers. Mem- 
bers of other independent organizations 
have been ordered to remain at work 


despite the strike call issued by the 
‘Big Four’’ Brotherhoods and a pos- 
sible walkout of the allied shop crafts. 
Several other unions are undecided as 
to wnat action they will take. 

The announcement was made yester- 
day that the more than 50,000 organized 
teamsters and chauffeurs of the city, 
who would be depended upon to move 
foodstuffs, milk and other commodities, 
would remain at work and not partici- 
pate in the walkout. 

William F. Kehoe, Secretary of the 
Central Trades Council of New York 
City and its vicinity, said that these men 
were members of the _ International 
Teamsters’ Union and were working un- 
der contract. 

‘“The twelve big locals of the Team- 
sters’ Union,’’ he added, ‘ will live up 
to their contracts, as any other bona 
fide labor union will do. There will be 
no interference from this organization. 
Furthermore, the international officers 
of the Teamsters’ Union do not believe 
in sympathetic strikes.’’ 

Besides the union teamsters, it was 
learned that there were at least 50,000 
unorganized teamsters available for the 
emergency moving of foodstuffs, milk 
and other life necessities. 


200,000 Affected Here. 


Mr. Kehoe said that a survey showed 
that the strike would eventually affect 
200,000 workers in the New York dis- 
trict. ‘‘ Forty local unions in the rail- 
road trade are affected by the proposed 
walkout,’’ asserted Mr. Kehoe. ‘‘ We 
will consider the matter carefully before 
taking action.’’ 

The first public announcement by an 
independent union that the strike order 
would not be heeded was made last 
night by J. L. Cone, Grand President of 
the Railroad Yardmasters of America,

quarters of the union at Columbus, Ohio. 
He said that the 8,500 members of his 
organization in the United States would 
remain at work and would not partici- 
pate in any strike move at this time. 

Mr. Cone established headquarters at 
the Hotel Marlborough and sent out a 
eall for a meeting of local chairmen for 
tonight. The men would be cautioned 
to remain at work, he said. 

‘Our organization,’’ said the labor 
leader, ‘‘has a membership of about 
8,500 yardmasters, or about 75 per cent. 
of those working in the country. We 
are strongly organized in the New York 
district and Eastern territory, where 
the bulk of our membership is to be 
found. 

“We have been recognized by the 
Railroad Labor Board and have decided 
to abide by its decision. We are satis- 
fied with our position and have accept- 
ed the recent wage reduction, and. feel 
that the present strike is uncalled for.”’ 

President Cone said that the yard- 
organization was unaffiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor 
end ‘strictly an independent organiza- 
tion.” He said that he had come from 
Buffalo, where he had addressed the 
District Chairmen and warned them 
against participating in the strike. 


Shopworkers to Quit. 


On the other hand, Charles McIntosh, 
Vice President and business agent of 
the Elizabeth, N. J., local union of the 
International Brotherhood of Railroad 
Workers, announced that 2,000 shop- 


workers of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey would walk out without further 
voting on the question of a strike. He 
said that the Elizabeth local was bound 
by a vote taken in open meeting two 
months ago, when it was agreed to 
strike against any wage cut proposed. 
There is a difference of opinion be- 
tween labor leaders as to whether the 
United Association of Railway Em- 


| ployes of North America, which grew

out of the ‘‘ outlaw strike, has been 
able to hold many members in the met- 
ropolitan district. The organizers of the 
Jersey City locals, it was learned, re- 
turned to Chicago following the col- 
lapse of the unauthorized strike and left 
the organization in the hands of the lo- 
cal railroad workers, several thousand 
of whom have been unable to get back 
to their old'places with the railroad com- 
panies. 

In Jersey City and vicinity it was re- 
ported yesterday that at least 2,000 rail- 
road workers unemployed since the 1920 
strike were inclined to take advantage 
of any opening offered by the impend- 
ing walkout. 

Three hundred former workers in the 
shops of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey at Paterson, N, J.. were also re- 
ported to be ready to serve as strike- 
breakers. 

Whether these men would actually 
take the places of other union strikers, 
however, remained a matter of conjec- 
ture, as John Grunau, President of the 
United Association, has sent out circu- 
lars telling the workers that the inteér- 
national organization will not expel any 
of its members for participating in the 
strike, whether ordered by their leaders 
or by another organization. 

Field organizers of the American Fed- 
eration of Railroad Workers, another 
independent union, it was learned last 
night, have been-trying to obtain mem- 
bers among the workers in the New 
York district in the last few weeks. 
Whether these men would strike, it 
was announced, would be decided at a 
convention of the Federation today in 
Toledo. Although no strike vote had 
been taken delegates to the convention, 
it was said, had full power to act. 


Dispatchers Not to Quit. 


The American Train Dispatchers’ As- 
sociation, which has some membership 
in this district, according to press dis- 
patches announced its intention not to 
participate in the strike. 

Leaders of the federated shop crafts’ 
union in this district, affiliated with the 


American: Federation of Labor and re- 
garded as the legitimate organizations 
representative of the railroad workers, | 
said last night that they did not regard 
seriously reports that the former “ out- 
law’ strikers and their organizations 
would act as strikebreakers in event of 
a general walkout. 

Should the strike order be issued to} 
the shop crafts, they said, the New York 
Central system would probably be one | 
of the hardest hit, as it employed more 
than 60,000 union shop workers. 

“The Grunau organization as well as 
the others,’’ said one union official, | 
‘is practically extinct in this district. 
The majority of the strikers have been 
taken back by the railroads and tke le- 
gitimate unions. Those that could not 
get their old jobs have sought work in 
other trades or have left the city.” 

President Cone of the Yardmasters’ 
Association, however, said last night 
that be heard that Grunau’s organization 
was “ still alive in this district.”’

Officials at the offices of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Stationery Fire- 
men and Oilers, which is allied with 
the shop crafts, announced that ‘ our 
organization is ready to go to the limit 
to back up the strike order and will 
co-operate in every way possible with 
the brotherhoods.’’ 


Fright Handlers Wages Cut. 


Wage reductions and establishment of 
a ten-hour day by contractors taking 
over certain freight work for the New 
York Central Railroad here yesterday 


precipitated an acute labor situation 


affecting the unionized freight handlers. 
According to protests launched by the 
workers with union officials at the dis- 
trict headquarters of the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Steamship Clerks, 
Freight Handlers, Express and Station 
Fimployes, the contractors have reduced 
wages from 51% to 45 cents an hour, be- 
sides substituting the ten-hour workday 


for the stangard eight-hour day. . Be- 
tween 400 and 500 workers are reported 
to be affected by the new order, which 
was served verbally upon the men. 

The contractors are the New York 
Marine Company and William Spencer 
& Sons. They are taking charge of 
work on the waterfront. 

Except to say that the matter was 
being taken up with the New York Cen- 
tral management, R. Robertson, 
Chairman for the New York Central 
Lines East, declined to discuss the ques- 
tion. Other representatives of the union, 
however, denounced the action of the 
railroad in giving out contract work and 
declared that under a ruling of the 
Railroad Labor Board the company was 
responsible for the acts of the contrac- 
tors. 

“The Erie has also started the con- 
tract system of Ietting out work,’’ said 
one union official, ‘‘ and the New Haven 
has also made a move in this direction. 
Other lines will probably follow, involv- 
ing more than 5,000 union workers along 
the waterfront, reducing their pay and 
establishing a ten-hour day. 

“The men cannot be held in check 
much longer, and unless there is an 
adjustment made a strike may result.’’ 

Mr. Robertson said that the forty-sev- 
en locals, with a membership of more 
than 12,000, had voted for a atrike 
against wage reduction by an_ over- 
whelming vote—about 91 per cent. vot- 
ing for a walkout. 

“The men are ready everywhere,’ he 
said, ‘‘ to.obey the strike order. In the 
districts outside the city the monthly 
wages of these men now range from $83 
to $98, while here in New York they re- 
ceive from $85 to $110 and have to work 
from twenty-nine to thirty days a 
month.”’ 

Reports that pressure was being 
brought to bear on the International 
Longshoremen’s Association to aid the 
railroad strike could not be confirmed 
resterday. Officials of the union said, 

owever, that the membership would 
probably be involved, as their men were 
engaged in work on lighters and at the 
terminals on the waterfront. 


BLANTON CALLS IT WAR. 


Blocked in Attempt to Address 
House on the Strike. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—When the 
House convened today Representative 
Blanton of Texas asked unanimous con- 
sent to discuss for five minutes ‘‘ the 
recent declaration of war against the 
people of the United States which is to 
occur October 30.”’ 

Representative Walsh of Massachu- 
setts prevented Mr. Blanton from speak- 


ing by objecting to his request. 
Chairman Winslow of the House Com- 
merce Committee, which considers meas- 
ures affecting the railroads, called a 
meeting for tomorrow for the purpose 
of deciding on legislation to be pressed 
before the end of the present session.

The Post Office 
Department has a large number of 
trucks in service which could be supple- 
mented by others from the War Depart- 
ment. It was said that about thirty 
thousand army trucks, most of which 
are now in storage in corps area dépdts, 
would be quickly available for trans- 
portation. The army could also give 
material aid in the movement of trains. 


250 Ships Ready for Relief Action. 


The Emergency. Fleet Corporation of 


the United States Shipping Board an- 
nounced that while no action on the sub- 
ject had been taken officially it was in 
a position to place 250 oil-burning ships 
in service to help relieve transportation 
A. dS. 
Frey, Vice President. in charge of oper- 
ations, said that the Fleet Corporation 
could turn over twenty-five oil-burning 
ships a day for ten days. He added 
that there would be no’ difficulty in ob- 
taining crews for these vessels, owing to 
the number of seamen who were out of 
employment. 

The belief here that a strike will be 
averted was based in part on the feel- 
ing that the leaders of the railroad 
workers would not take upon themselves 
the responsibility of tying up or at- 
tempting to tie up transportation at a 
time when millions were out of work.

He Declares Brotherhoods Have 
Only $2,000,000 in Treasury, So 
Walkout Won’t Last Long. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—The railroad 
brotherhoods have a strike fund of only 
$2,000,000, which is insufficient for a 
general strike of any length, according 
to John Grunau, President of the United 
Association of Railway Employes of 
North America and leader of the unau- 
thorized switchmen’s strike of last year. 

Grunau has issued a circular to the 
60,000 members of his organization, out- 


lining the association’s position in the | 


event of a strike, but declaring that he 
does not believe there will be a walkout. 
He said that the brotherhood leaders 





had weakened their own ranks by cir- 
culating reports that the members of 
his organization would step in as strike- 


breakers in revenge for the efforts of 
the old organizations to break the Gru- 
nau strike in April, 1920. Grunau de- 
nied any such intention. 

‘‘ There are thousands of our members 
the streets today while their 
suffer,’’ the circular’ says. 
“ Why? Because when we were on 
strike in 1920 for 165 days the recog- 
nized brotherhood leaders’ established 
strike-breaking and scab-herding agen- 





cies in all terminals affected by our 
movement, causing our defeat.’’ 

The circular concluded with the iron- 
ical statement: 

“ The so-called ‘ outlaws’ will not ex- 
pel any of their members for partici- 
pating in a strike, whether ordered by 
their leaders or by another organization. 
Neither will they revoke the charter of 
any local that goes on record to partict- 
pate in a strike, and most positively this 
association will not establish strike- 
breaking or scab herding agencies, as 
was done by the famous brotherhoods 
while the members of our association 
were on vacation last year.” 

Grunan said that his union had 216 
locals in the United States and Canada.

“The strike of railway employes or- 
dered to commence on Oct. 30 by tying 
up the whole rail transportation system 
of the nation eontemplates a most cruel | 
and unjustifiable attack upon the citi. | 
zens and Government of the United 
States. The threatened railroad strike | 
by the same bodies of workers in 1916, 
avoided by the passage by Congress of 
the Adamson law, could offer in defense 
that there was not then in existence 
any constituted authority having juris- 
diction to make decision as to the merits 
of such controversies. The Congress nas 
now constituted such a tribunal by the 
creation of the Railroad Labor Board. 
If any one is dissatisfied with the Rail- 
road Labor Board, there is open the 
erderly method of democracy for ob- 
taining change or substitution. 

‘* Millions of workmen of ali trades 
are--walking the streets in scarch of 
work in order to feed and sheltér the 
millions. more dependent upon them. 
Every Community in the United States is 
in emergency organization to create and 
find such employment. The industry of 
the country upon which all of these 
fellow-workers of railroad employes, in- 
deed the community, must depend in 
order to live, is just beginning to ro- 
cover from the wounds of the greatest 
depression of generations. 

At such a time these men, the railroad 
workers, guided by leaders of too great 
intelligence to fail to perceive the conse- 
quences of their attack, flout and defv 
the award of the Railroad Labor Board 
—the legally constituted body having 
jurisdiction to pass upon the differences 
between them and their employers. The 
awards of this tribunal they have ac- 
cepted when in their favor. For them 
now, when the award is against them, 
to propose to stop completely all busi- 
ness and industry and bring into play 
the fear of starvation of women and 
children, is contrary, not only to law 
and order, but also to the American 
sense of fair play. It is inconceivable 
that the rank and file of railroad work- 
ers will be capable of it. 

“The question whether wage reduc- 
tions approved by the Railroad Labor 
Board are right or wrong is of no conse- 
quence and sinks into insignificance 
when compared with the method pro- 
posed to make effective the protest 
against the reductions. If the threat is 
attempted to be carried out, every man 
and woman who loves this country, all 
who respect order and organized society, 
all who wish themselves and their chil- 
dren to live in the future tn peace and 
mtregiyn and especially all of those in 
authority, legislative and executive, 
should set their jaws firmly in determ- 
= that such method shall not suc- 
ceed. 

“The third and most important party 
in this conflict. the public, has the right 
to expect the protection of the author- 
ities against such action. The authori- 
ties may be expected to accomplish that 
protection, but in the accomplishment 
the authorities are entitled to and will 
have the fullest support of the people, 
workers and all not-included among 
those induced to engage in this fool- 
hardy enterprise to ruin their fellows

Canadian Route or Panama Canal 
- Considered for Envoys and 
Staffs From Orient.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The Govern- 
ment found itself tonfronted today with 
a peculiar phase of the railway strike 


situation. Officials are wondering how, 
if the strike takes place, they will be 
able to transport to Washington the for- 
eign delegates accredited to the Arma- 
ment Conference and their large staffs 
of associates and assistants, particularly 
those from the Orient who will land on 
the Pacific Coast. 

While officials said it was too soon to 
consider a problem which may never 
confront the Government, it was point- 
ed out that the Japanese, Chinese, Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand delegates could 
be taken to Vancouver, Cc., and 
transported across the continent over 
Canadian railway lines, which are 
not affected by the strike order, to Nia- 
gara Falls, Ontario, or some other place 
in Canada near the American border, 
and brought thence to Washington by 
motor cars, a distance of something 
more than 400 miles. 

Or, it was suggested, vessels bringing 
delegates from the Orient and the South 
Seas could be diverted to Panama, and 
thence transshipped to a ‘vessel which 
would carry them to Baltimore, forty 
miles from Washington. 

As for the delegates of Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Belgium, Holland and | 
Portugal, they could make the trip from 
New York, where they will land, by 
motor car to Washington, a distance of 

25 miles. Government officials indi- 
cated that they were not concerned over 
the situation and believed they could 
easily overcome any embarrassment in | 
bringing foreign delegates to Washing- | 
ton that might arise from the strike.

The Governor stated that this had been 
planned before there was any hint of a 
railroad strike, but now that one is im- 
minent the plans are going forward to 
keep the waterway open for use. The 
Governor said that the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, Charles L. 
Cadle, had been making plans for the 
use of icebreakers. 

Governor Miller believes that if a 
strike should tie up the railroads in the 
State, the barge canal would be the best 
means of transporting supplies. It was 
said at the office of Superintendent 
Cadle that with a sufficient number of 
icebreakers there was no reason why the 
canal could not be kept open all Winter. 

Governor Miller is in close touch with 
the railroad situation. He said tonight 
he did not care to say what plans he 
had in mind at this time, but he inti- 
mated that he would act quickly if the 
railroads should fail. 


Baltimore’s Trucks Mobilized.

Many trucks are always in reserve 
here. The firms in this business are 
just now suffering on account of the in- 
dustrial depression, and they are eager 
to see something turn up that will give 
them another harvest such as_ they 
reaped during the outlaw strike. ’ 

The truckmen say they have facilities 
to carry more food than the city can 
possibly consume. The effect of the 
strike, even if it becomes a complete 
tie-up, is expected to be very little on | 
the food supply here, except as affected ! 
by hoarding. Practically all fresh farm 
products are now brought in by truck 
and by boat. The little that comes in 
by train could be brought in by the| 
trucks with very little increase in the 
number for that service. 

It was figured today that there are | 
now 500 trucks ready, each with five-! 

ton capacity, thus insuring 2,500 tons of | 
“ commodities a day from a zone within 
a day’s run. The number of smaller | 
trucks runs into the thousands. 

One single firm during the outlaw 
strike brought 150 tons of sugar from 
New York on a rush order. The same 
firm at the same time carried 500 bar- 
rels of fish every night to New York 
for a period of two weeks. 


Massachusetts Plans Long Laid.

BOSTON, Oct. 17.—Governor Chan- 
ning H. Cox announced this afternoon | 
that he has long had the threatened | 
rail crisis in mind and has had a secret 
ecmmittee of three prominent men lay- | 
ing plans for several months past.

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 17.—Manu-

Loomis on Need of Reduction.

As of July 
1, 1921, after full hearing, the United 
States Railroad Labor Board ordered a 
reduction in wages averaging 12 per 
cent. Acceptance of this reduction, or- 
dered by a Government tribunal, is the 
real issue on which the labor leaders 
have taken.a strike vote and propose to 
paralyze the transportation industry of 
this country. 

‘“‘Second — Although the raflroads 


benefit of practically all of the 12 per 
cent. wage reduction through the big 
reductions in freight rates already 
made on grain, flour, iron and steel, 
iron ore and many other commodities, 
continued pressure for further reduced 
rates led the railroad executives at 
|their Chicago meeting to agree to ask 
the United States Railroad Labor 
Board to order another wage reduction 
of approximately 10 per cent., to be 
followed by a corresponding freight 
|rate reduction. This was the only way 
to meet the shippers’ demands. Any 
|}attempt to make further rate reductions 
without an additional wage cut could

|}a more precarious condition than the 
| shippers, so dependent upon them for 
efficient service. 

‘Third, as to employes other than 
| those in train service, such as mechan- 
ics, unskilled labor, &c., the same classes 
of labor are employed by other indus- 
tries. The fact that railroad employes 
have been getting a higher wage than 
those working for others has caused 
great dissatisfaction to many large em- 
ployers, who are also shippers, because 
they have had to pay the big freight 
|}rates this differential made necessary. 
Certainly there is no hardship in placing 
such employes Ona bosis similar to that 
of men of their own trades working for 
others in the same locality, and at the 
Chicago meeting it was decided also 
to ask the United States Railroad Labor 
Board to do this, the shippers to be 
given the benefit of the reduction. Even 
under these conditions railroad labor 
will continue to be in a preferred class 
because of the pass privilege, &c. 

‘* Fourth, so far as the strike situation 
is concerned, I prefer to make no 
prophesies. The public is entitled to the 
facts and protection, and railroad’ of- 


ficials are preparing to meet threatened 
conditions. \

The official was asked if the strike 
could be averted by a promise by Presi- 
dent Harding or some other binding 
guarantee by the Government that the 
further wage cut of 10 per cent., if 
granted, would be the last wage cut 
considered for a year.

‘*The further wage reduction that is 
sought, when translated into reduction 
of freight: rates, would make an im- 
portant decrease in the cost of bulk 
products, such as steel and building 
materials, to the congumer, but I am 
not under any misapprehension that it 
‘will greatly stimulate business. I don’t 
believe the freight rates have been what 
has held business back,-and I do not 
believe the reduction will press business 
forward.

SAYS EUROPE FACES SMASH. 


' Minneapolis Banker Prescribes Eco- 
nomic Dose to Avert Calamity. | 


John F.. Sinclair, a Minneapolis banker | 
who returned yesterday on the White 
Star liner Baltic from a two months’ 
trip abroad, declared that European 
civilization is slowly disintegrating. 
“There are no forces now at work 
, strong enough to arrest it,’’ he said. 
“It is heading straight for a smash. 
Mob orators, who during the past seven 
years have used their powers to fan the 
base passions of fear and hate, are reap- 
ing the harvest. Possibly its civilization 
might linger, or even survive, if certain | 
bold measures were adopted under the | 
leadership of determined men. These 
measures, in my opinion, would include: 

‘‘First—A vigorous policy to stap cur- 
rency inflation, Government receipts 
and expenditures must at least be made 
| to balance, even at the expense of cur- 
| tailing many Govermental enterprises. 

No Government in Europe is meetin 
this condition today. France's witnosed 
budget for 1922, just announced, does 
not balance by $400,000,000. 

‘* Second—All German indemnity pay- 
ments should be canceled, or at least 
suspended for a period of years. 

‘‘ Third—Trade relations with Russia 
| should be resumed. Europe needs and 
must have the raw materials of Russia. 

‘Fourth—A ruthless cutting down of 
armies and -navies, 

‘“‘If determined statesmanship does 
not very soon assert itself—and that of 
the United States should be included— 
| Europe will sink down into the depths, 
| her surplus population will pass on into 


memory and she will begin again the 
'A BC of human struggle.”

Disparity in Liquidation. 
‘“The thing which has upset domestic 
| business has been the disparity of liqui- 
| dation in the domestic field. The farm- 
er has had his income cut in two. If 


|as it ever was, but everything produced 
by highly skilled trades remains at a 
high price level because the labor costs 
have remained so high. In some cases 
they are higher today than the war lev- 
els. The farmers and others of the 
hard hit classes do not buy, business de- 
clines, factories shut down and unem- 
ployment becomes widéspread. It all 
goes back to the vicious circle in which 
the railroads are called upon to make 
the dent. 

‘In 1916, the income of the nation 
was twenty billion dollars and the peo- 
ple paid four billion dollars for trans- 
portation. In 1919 the income was dou- 
bled. Of their forty billion dollars, the 
people paid six billion for transportation. 
Thus in 1919 and in 1918 the freight 
_burden rested»more lightly on the people 
than ever before, in view of the size 
of their income. Today the income is 
coming back to the pre-war leyel and 
transportation remains nearly the same. 
Today it is practically absorbing six 
billions out of the country’s income of 
about twenty billions. 

‘* Private operation claims its distinct 
justification in the character of the ser- 
vice it renders and it must take the lead 
in bringing back the transportation bill 
int> a reasonable relation to the na- 
tional income. 

** We could sit back under the law and 
the Constitution and keep rates at the 
maximum until we have our 6 per cent. 
return. But we are taking a sporting 
chance on a rate at which the whole 
country gets back on a normal basis. 

“We have fought only to protect tre 
fixed charges of the railroads. These 
are approximately $475,000,000 for the in- 
terest on the funded and unfunded debt 
of the roads. We are making no fight

{dating back to the period of Federal con- 
trol.’’ 
| It was estimated by a spokesman for 
the Association of Railway Executives 
‘last night that the total number of 
| railroad employes throughout the coun- 
try at this time_is 1,200,000, as com- 
pared with a grand total of 2,200,000 
when employment was at its peak, a 
little more than a year ago.. According 
to this, 1,000,000 men have been dis- 
missed from the service of the railroads 
in a little more than a year's time. A 
| great many idle men of railroading ex- 
perience stand ready, according to the 
assertions of railroad officials, to step 
into the shoes of strikers, if there is a 
strike,

include mechanics,

Coyle, Head of Union, Says His Ase 
sociates Will Be Careful.

| action similar to that of the Big Four 
Brotherhoods in order'ng a walkout, 
P. J. Coyle, President of the station 
employes’ organization, said today. 
Counting of ballots in a strike vote 
taken by the station employes is still 
proceeding. But there is no question, 
he added, that it will give the Brother- 
hood officers authority to call the men 


out ‘‘ under certain conditions.”’ 

Mr. Coyle. said he thought that 
unless a further cut in wages was made 
there would be no serious interruption 
in railroad service. 

‘* Under present business conditions,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ the men would be pretty care- 
| ful before moving to the street.’”’ 

Both sides, he thought, were ‘‘maneu- 
vring for position ’’ at the present time.

MEANS BIG FOOD SUPPLY 


| Could Bring 250,000 Pounds Dally 


—Larsen Promises 100,000 Pounds 
—Curtiss Also Proffers Ald.

WILL STUDY MACAO DISPUTE 


Portuguese Minister to China About 
to Visit the Sauthern Port. 
PEKING, Oct. 17 (Assoclated Press). 
—Boundary disputes between the Chinese 


and Portuguese at Macao are to be in- 
vestigated by J. B. de Freitas, Portu- 


| guese Minister to China, who will leave | 


for Macao on Thursday. These dis-| 
putes have arisen from conflicting in- 
terpretations of the agreement between | 
China and Portugal, ratified in 1890, | 
and recently led to a hostile demonstra- 
tion by Chinese. 

Jurisdiction over the eastern half of 
Macao Harbor is claimed by the Chi- 
nese, while Portugal maintains that the 
water in the harbor of Macao is en- 
tirely under Portuguese control and that 
all vessels entering the port are sub- 
ject to her harbor regulations. The 
Minister hopes to arrange a method by | 
which Chinese vessels traversing Macao} 
Harbor on their way to the Chinese coast, 
will not be subjected to harbor regula- 
tions, pending a possible boundary set- 
tlement at the Washington conference, 
where Portugal will bring up the Macao | 
question, — 

Foreign legations here are Inclined to 
believe that the Chinese claims are mor- 
ally but not legally justified. They con- 
sider that the recent action of Sun Yat 
Sen, President of the Southern Chinese 
Government, in sending a destroyer to 
the harbor of Macao, despite the pro- 
test of the Portuguese Governor, had 
an ulterior purpose. Sun Yat Sen has 
been demanding that fortifications at 
Macao be destroyed and that the sale of 
opium be prohibited and gambling 
stopped. It is said that he probably 
intends to bring the Portuguese Minister 
to Macao and thus compel at least par- 
tial recognition by Portugal of the Can- 
tonese Government.

Square played the national anthems of 
both countries as the military proceed- 
ings came to an end. 

One more tribute to the departed sol- 
dierg yet remained to be paid. As Gen- 
eral Pershing drove away along White- 
hall he stopped at the Cenotaph. He 
alighted, and taking a magnificent 
laurel and palm wreaths frorn an aid 
placed it at the foot of that monument. 
It was bound with the American col- 
ors and bore the inscription ‘‘ Laid by 
General Pershing in glorious memory 
and sympathy for his British comrades 
who gave their lives in the Great War.”’ 

For a moment the General stood with 
head bowed and then came to salute. 
The great crowd watched this act of 
— and cheered him enthusiastic- 
ally. 

The American soldiers also came in 
for much admiration as they marched 
to their posts or stood in line in their 
polished trench helmets. Their 
stature and splendid condition 
noted by all and they were declared to 

the very pick of fighting men. 


Speech of Ambassador Harvey. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—In making the of- 
ficial presentation of the Congressional 
medal to the unknown British soldier, 
Ambassador Harvey quoted from the 
act of Congress bestowing it as showing 
the purpose of Congress to pay tribute 


**to the imperishable glory won by the | 


deeds of our Allies.’’ He pointed out 
that the medal symbolized the highest 
military honor that could be bestowed 
by the United States Government. 


“‘It corresponds,”’ said the Ambassa- | 
dor, ‘‘ to the Victoria Cross, and can be | 


awarded only to an American warrior 
who achieved distinction at the risk of 
life, above and beyond the call of duty. 
A special act of Congress was required 
to permit the placing 
tomb of a British soldier. 

“The significance of this presentation, 
therefore, is twofold. 
addition to the highest military tribute, 
&@ message of fraternity direct from the 
American people, through their chosen 


representatives in Congress, to the peo- | 


ple of the British Empire.’’ 

bassador Harvey drew a picture of 
two soldiers, one British and the other 
American, fighting upon the same vast 
battlefield, and continued: 

‘Their incentives were identical. They 
were patriot warriors sworn to the de- 
fense and preservation of the countries 
which they loved beyond their own lives. 
Each realized that the downfall of his 
own free land would presage the de- 
struction of all liberty. Both were con- 
scious of the blessings that had flowed 
from the English Magna Charta and the 
American Constitution. Well they knew 
that the obliteration of either would in- 
volve the extinguishment of the other. 

‘* So, with consciences as clear as their 
eyes and with hearts as clean as their 
hands, they could stand, and did stand, 
shoulder to shoulder in the common bat- 
tle for their common race and common 


cause. 

** Proudly and reverently, by authority 
of the Congress and the President, I call 
upon the General of the Armies of the 

nited States, fifth only in line as the 
successor of Washington, Grant, Sher- 
man and Sheridan, to bestow the Medal 


of Honor upon this typical British sol- | 
dier who, though, alas, in common with | 


thousands of others ‘ unknown and un- 
identified,’ shall never be ‘ unwept, un- 
honored and unsung.’ ”’ 

General Pershing said: 

“One cannot enter here and not feel 
overpowering emotion in recalling the 
important events In the history of Great 
Britain that have shaped the progress 
of nations. Distinguished men and wo- 
men are here enshrined, who through 
centuries have unselfishly given their 
services and their lives to make that 
record glorious. As they pass in mem- 
ory before us there is none whose deeds 
are more worthy and none whose devo- 
tion inspires our admiration than this 
unknowg warrior. 

**He will always remain the symbol 
of the tremendous sacrifice by his peo- 
ple in the world’s greatest sacrifice. It 
was he who without hesitation bared 
his breast against tyranny and injustice. 
It was he who suffered in the dark 


days misfortune and disaster, but al-| 


ways with admirable loyalty and forti- 
tude. Gathering new strength from the 
very force of his determination he felt 
the flush of success without unseenly 
arrogance. In the moment of his vic- 
tory, alas! we saw him fall in making 
the supreme gift to humanity. 

‘“‘His was ever the courage of right, 
the confidence of justice. Mankind will 
continue to share his triumph, and with 
the passing years will come to strew 
fresh laurels over his grave.

crew could be transferred to his vessel 
without danger of the lifeboat capsiz-

kicked up by the northeast gale that 
was blowing. 

An attempt was made to lower a boat, 
jbut, as it was liable to be smashed 
| against the side of the Ulua, the Cap- 
| tain made-another circle and then start- 
ed to pump oil on the angry, heaving 
;sea, which calmed the waves somewhat 
|and a boat was lowered successfully. 
The crew of the schooner were trans- 
|ferred safely and the _ steamship re- 
|sumed her course for New York after 
| being delayed an hour and fifteen min- 
utes in the rescue of the men. 

After the Ulua had left the abandoned 
schooner several miles astern, Captain 
L.. Saven of Pensacola, the master, told 
Captain Towell that the Maplefield had 
been buffeted by the gale for forty- 
eight hours before the steamer was 
sighted. She was sixty miles out from 
Pensacola when the gale struck her, and 
had been steadily drifting in shore. He 
| reckoned that if the Ulua had not come 
along when she did on Friday morning 
the helpless sailing craft would have 
| struck the rocks at midnight and the 
| crew would have gone to Davy Jones’s 
locker. 

The skipper said that although there 
was a good deal of water in the hold 
of the Maplefield she would keep afloat 
| because of her cargo of lumber and 
|might be salvaged if the current did 
not drive her on the rocky coast of 
| Florida. Besides Captain Saven, the 
crew consisted of the mate, Larsen, and 
| six colored seamen from Jamaica,

War Secretary Evans Makes the 
Announcement at an Official — 
Dinner to Pershing. 


LONDON, Oct. 17 (Associated Press). | 
|—King George today sent a message of | 
warm appreciation to President Hard-| 
ing on the tribute of the United States | 
to Great Britatn’s unknown warrior. | 
The message contained an announce- 
ment of the desire of the King to confer 
the Victoria Cross on the American un- 
known soldier on Armistice Day. | 

The King’s message reads: 

‘‘T wish to express to you and the | 
| Congress and people of the United | 
States the warm appreciation felt | 
| throughout this country of the tribute | 
;you are paying today to our unknown | 
warrior. The gift of your medal of 
honor to a British comrade in arms, 
j|whose tomb in Westminster Abbey | 


stands for all our best endeavor and | 
hardest sacrifice in war, is a gesture of | 
friendly sympathy and good-will which | 
we will not forget. | 

‘‘On Armistice Day representatives of | 
the British Empire in Washington will | 
join with you in the ceremony held to} 
honor the splendid record of your own | 
troops. I greatly wish on that occasion | 
| to confer on your unknown warrior our | 
| highest decoration for valor—the Vic- | 
|toria Cross. It has never yet been be-| 
|} stowed upon the subject of another | 
| State, but I trust you and the American | 
| people will accept the gift in order that 
the British Empire may thus most fitly 
pay its tribute to a tomb which sym-} 
bolizes every deed of conspicuous valor j 
performed by the men of your great | 
fighting forces, whether by sea or land, | 
upon the western front. | 

‘*T also send my heartfelt good wishes 
to the great international conference | 
which opens by your wise initiative on 
that day. My ministers will, I know, 
strive as wholeheartedly as yours to 
make that conference a sterling suc- 
cess. May they, in common with yours, 
do all that practicat statesmanship can 
achieve to perpetuate the comradeship 
of war in the maintenance of peace.” 
| The British Government's decision 
|thus to award the Victoria Cross was 
jannounced tonight by Sir Laming 
|; Worthington-Evans, Secretary of War, 
|at a Government banquet in honor of 
|General Pershing. Sir Laming paid a 
high tribute to General Pershing in 
proposing a toast to his health. Allud- 
ing to today’s ceremony, he added: 

“Truly the hearts of the American 
}nation must have gone out to our un- 
| known warrior when they were 
prompted to tender at the hands of! 
General Pershing that unprecedented | 
|honor. This great act of American | 
|friendship which you, General Per- 
|shing, have performed today will find 
|; response in thousands of British wom- |! 
jen’s hearts, each of whom claims our | 
unknown warrior as her own.’’ 

The Secretary of War then announced 
that ‘‘as a further mark of gratitude | 
j;and affection from the people of the | 
| British Empire to the people of) 
America I have it in command from} 
the King to announce to your Excel- 
lency that his Majesty desires to have 
ithe honor of conferring upon the un- | 
| known warrior of the United States the | 
| highest decoration known to the British | 
| Empire—the decoration of the Victoria | 
| Cross. I hope it will be possible for 
| General Lord Cavan of the British mis- 
{sion to the Washington conference, on 
| behalf of his Majesty. to place upon| 
;the tomb this signal and cherished 
; honor.’”’ 
| General Pershing, in a brief address,

Dissembling LTllness Denied. 


There was an exciting moment at the 
outset, when Simmons dramatically de- 
clared that according to information 
given him by Representative Upshaw of 
Georgia, a man who was supposed to 
have been present stated that Chairman 
Campbell and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Crim had characterized his collapse 
last week as “a cheap theatrical at- 
tempt to gain sympathy.’ 

Quick as a flash Chairman Campbcll 
declared there was not 9 worl of truth 
in it. Mr. Crim, jumping to his feet 
in the confusion, declared the Chair- 
man’s answer went for him, and the 
wizard, still smiling, said he was glad 
to know it. 

As he left the stand Mr. Simmons, 
apparently with deep fexling, said that 
he wanted to thank the committee for 
its consideration and wvurtesy. 

Reference to the daily presence of the 
Assistant Attorney General and the one- 
day stay of William J. Burns, Director 
of the Department of Justice Bureau of 
Investigation, was made by Representa- 
tive Pou, Democrat, ef North Carolina, 
while he was examining the wizard. 

Asked if he had been intimidated by 
the presence of Mr. Burns, whom he 
characterized as ‘‘ the Sherlock Holmes 
of the United Stutes,"’’ Mr. 
sald he had not, and that he had faith- 
fully tried to give the committee all the 
information it was seeking. Mr. Pou 
asserted it was the first time in his 
twenty-one years of service that the De- 

artment of Justice had sent representa- 
ives to “‘ listen in’’ on the Rules Com- 
mittee. 


Explains “ Military Branch.” 


In rounding up what he termed the 
good points of the organization, Mr. 
Simmons said that the ‘“ military 
branch,’’ not yet formed, was not to be 
more militaristic than the patrol of the 


Mystic Shrine; that members joining 
were required to help enforce the na- 
tion’s laws only as citizens, and that 
when black sheep crept in they were 
kicked out, if found.

sented any evidence to support its 
charge that lawless acts had been com- 
mitted by klansmen, 

Seeing great circulation gains by a 
rival, the Wizard said the Hearst papers 
reached out for a part of it, employing

eharged by Edward Young Clarke,’’ 
head of the Ku Klux publicity bureau.

States. The House, as well as the Sen- 
ate, has balked at the bill which placed | 
such powers with the Secretary of the 
Treasury, as provided in the Penrose 
bill.

BANTON RECEIVES A LETTER 


It Is From His Rival for Office 
and Is an Appeal for 
Campaign Funds. 


District Attorney Swann, in a reply 
yesterday to attacks on his administra- 
tion by John Kirkland Clark, Coalition 
candidate for District Attorney, who 
charged the present coynty prosecutor 
with ‘‘ responsibility for the crime con- 
ditions that prevail in this city,’’ said 
the ‘‘ war and business depression ’’ had 
caused increase in crime. 

“Mr. Clark’s written statement ap- 
pearing in this morning’s papers shows 
him uninformed as to the powers and 
duties of the District Attorney,’’ as- 
serted Mr. Swann. “It is common 
knowledge that as a result of the war 
and the business depression there has 
been a marked increase of crime, not 
only in this city, State and nation, but 
also all over the world. The intelligent 


reader will scarcely hold the District 
Attorney of New York County responsi- 
sol for this, as Mr. Clark pretends 

o do.”’ 

Other criticisms of the District Attor- 
ney’s office by the Coalition candidate 
were answered in t statement by 
Swann: 

‘““The congestion of the calendars in 
all of the courts is not a local condi- 
tion, but is also nation-wide, as is evi- 
denced by the request of Chief Justi#e 
Taft to increase the Federal bench by 
the addition of a large number of Fed- 
eral Judges. Only six parts of the 
Criminal Court are held daily, and, as 
each defendant is entitled to his ‘ day 
in court,’ the only practical solution of 
the congestion would be a provision by 
the Legislature of additional temporary 
Judges,

to Retain Them Under the 
Present Law.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.— Unless 
higher officials of the Navy Department 
take steps to prevent it, more than 200 
naval aviation reserve officers, who} 
served during the war, and the service 
of most of whom is declared vitally 
needed for the development and upbuild- 
ing of the naval flying corps, will be 
forced out of the navy by the examina- 
tions recently held to enable them to 
enter the line of the navy. 

Out of about 400 temporary and re- 
serve aviation officers: who took the 
examination, only about 130 passed, 
approximately 32 per cent. This means 
that, unless the Navy Department 
adopts a more lenient attitude, about 
270 temporary and reserve officers will 
fail to enter the line of the navy, and 
of this number approximately 200 naval 
reserve aviation officers will be forced 
out of the service. 

Those who are familiar with the facts 
in the case assert that the loss of these 
officers will not only work unfairly and 
unjustly to them, but will seriously crip- 
ple the: naval aviation service. Their 
failure to pass the examination to ad- 
mit them into the line was not due to 
of practical knowledge or experi- 


eble to meet that part of the 
examinz ition based on technical subjects 
dealing with naval, rather than aero- 
nautical matters, with which they were 
unfamiliar and unable to qualify be- 
cause of a peculiar combination of cir- 
cumstances. While they were allowed 
so many months in which to ‘ bone 
jup’’ on the subjects with which they 
were unfamiliar, the fleet manoeuvres, 
various kinds of official flying duty and 
the bombing tests interfered with the 
opportunities to study. 

Secretary Denby is understood to be 
looking into the matter, and it is the 
hope of those who are interested in the 
future of naval aviation that he_ will 
find a way for retaining most of the 
reservist aviation officers. If the mat- 
ter stands where it is it will be impos- 
sible, it is asserted, for the navy 
properly to operate the aviation bases 
it intends to retain under its present 
plans of economy.

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Professor Pickering’s 
recent statements regarding life and | 
vegetation on the moon aroused great | 
interest here. They were, however, en- | 
tirely opposed in a communication made | 
yesterday to the Academy of Sciences | 
by the eminent astronomer Le Morvan, 
whose observations were made at the} 
Paris Observatory. 

Pickering'’s theory is based on the ob- | 
servation of large colored tracts around | 
the moon. craters at sunrise. He sug- | 
gested that they consisted of vegetation | 
which grows and ripens rapidly and | 
then disapvears again. Le Morvan / 
while also having observed the green 
and yellow colored tracts, ascribes them 
to a very different cause. They | 
noticeable only when the sun’s rays fall | 
at a very low angle just after sunrise, | 
and Le Morvan contends, are nothing 
but the rays broken by sharp and more | 
yr less prismatic angles of the volcanic 
rocks around the craters. | 

These rocks never having suffered the 
action of erosion are quite sharp enough 
to break the rays and cause deflections 
which to an observer on earth appear 
like tracts of land covered with vege- 
tation. This, however, is, in the French 
astronomer’s opinion, quite impossible 
as some of these colored surfaces appear 
and disappear in the space of a few 
seconds,

When the Church Extension Commit- 
tee of the Presbytery of New York 
meéts in the Presbyterian Building on | 
Nov. 17 it is expected that a letter! 
to the Rev. Dr. Jesse F. Forbes, clerk 
of the Presbytery, from Archibald E. 
Stevenson wiil be comsicered. 

Mr. Stevenson, who was counsel for 
the Lusk Committee, in this letter at-} 
tacked the Presbyterian Labor ‘Temple, 
Second Avenue and Fourteenth Street, 
as a hotbed of radicalism and un- 
Americanism, with his principal criti- 
cism directed against the Lebor Tem- 
ple School, across the street. Mr. Ste- 
venson, a member of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, has taken the 
Presbytery to task for six of the 
teachers of the school. 

Hé has devoted considerable space to} 
Leonard D. Abbott, and the others at- 
tacked ate George Soule, Carl Van Do- 
ren, Spencer Miller Jr., Dr. B. Liber 
and Dr. Will Durand. The Director of | 
the school is Dr. Durand. i 

Mr. Stevenson has sent a copy of his | 
letter, under date of Sept. 20, & every 
minister and elder in the Presbytery, | 
and to prominent lay Presbyterians, in- | 
cluding many of those who have given | 
funds “toward the support of the Labor 
Temple and its various enterprises. 

Mr. Stevenson asked that Dr. sorbes 
put the letter before thé Presbytery. At 
the last mecting of that body on Oct. 2 
Dr. Forbes announced that hé had re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Stevenson and 
it was referred without reading to the 
Church Extension Committee, under 
which the Labor Temple is operated. 
Since an attack by Mr. Stevenson on 
the Labor Temple, almost a year ago, 
a special sub-committee was appointed 
to censor the programs and Usts of 
speakers arranged for the temple. The 
Chairmah of this body is the Rev. | 
Thomas Guthrie Speers, associate pas-| 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church.

‘* For instance, the committee vidnatond Former Jersey , Enforcement 


and approved Mr. Leonard D. Abbott 
to conduct a course on English Litera- 
ture in its relation to ‘art and social 
theoriés.”. He Is cescribed as anh ‘ as- 
sociate editor. of Current Opinion.’ Mr. 
Abbott was one of the founders of the 
Rand School of Social Science, the In- 
tercollegiate Socialist Society, and of 
the Ferrer School and the Ferrer Colony 
at Stelton, New Jersey. He is a self- 
avowed anarchist; an intimiate friend of 
both Hnima Goidmah and Alexander 
3erkman, both of whom have been de- 
orted to Russia, an assoelate of the 
Treedom Group of Anarchists and an 
associate editor of their official organ, 
known as Freedom. 

‘‘Mr. Abbott is not the only one Se- 
lected by this Committee of the Pres- 
bytery who appears to hold ‘4ad- 
vanced’ views. The intricate and tech- 
nical subject of Health Conservation is 
to be taught by Dr. B. Liber, who Is 
descfibéd as the ‘editor of Rational 
Living.”’ It is pertinent to inguire if this 
fs the same B. Liber who wrote to the 
magazine Freedom (issue of Septem- 
ber, 1919) as follows: 


“Hasten Fall of System.” 


*“* In view of all these facts, and if it Is 
true, as you say, again in your June 


¥reedom, that, ‘ with capitalism totter- 
ing to its fall,’ this is no time to show 
rifts In the ranks; rather it is the time 
to close them and do everything in our 
power to hasten the fall of the present 
system, this does not méan that we 
should compromise on matters of princi- 
ple, but if we camnot always agree on 
details, let us remember that one man’s 
opinion is as good as Another’s until it 
is proven wrong. If this is tftte, 1 ask, 
Why be stubborn? Why scatter the few 
revolutionary forces which you possess 
in making believe that you represent a 
separate movement? Why not join one 
of those more radical Socialist organiza- 
tions, where the so-called anarchists 
really belong? Why not join, for in- 
stance, the Left Wing Socialists? ’’ 

“‘The course on economics, studied 
through current events, is to be led by 
George Soule, described as ‘ formerly of 
the New Republic and Director of the 
Labor Bureau.’ 

‘“‘The Labor Bureau was organized 
over a year ago by Evans Clark, a 
snember of the staff of Ludwig C. A. K. 
Martehs in the Soviet Bureau in this 
country, who selected as his co-directors 
David J. Saposs and George Sotile. Mr, 
Soule has been active in the educational 
work of revolutionary industfial unions, 
such as the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America, and in conjunction 
with J. M. Budish has written a book 
erititled ‘The New Unionism,’ published 
by Harcourt, Brace & Howe (1820), 
which gives a very clear statement of 
the object of néw unionism to be the 
seizure of industries and the setting up 
of a Socialist Commonwealth in place 
of the Government of the United States. 

“The selection of Mr. Carl Van Doren 
as the expositor of American literature, 
and Mr.-Spencer Miller Jr. to conduct 
classes in the history of civilization, in- 
diéates the determination of your com- 
mittee to select only teachers who en- 
tertain ‘advanced views’ on social and 
economic questions; thé former being 
an editor of The Nation, a weekly paper 
which has consistently espoused the 
cause of all groups who havé oppos 
the Government and the present Socia 
order, while the latter is identified with 
the ‘New School of Social Research, 
which is an extremely radical cduca< 
tional institution whose faculty is made 
up largely of professors who have either 
resigned or been expelled from Various 
funiversities because of their extremely 
‘liberal’ views. 

“The direction of this school is en- 
trusted by your Committee to Dr. Will 
Durant, who, as pointed out in pérvious 
correspondence, is excluded from_ the 
public schools of the City of New York, 
and is barred from carrying on ‘ any 
form of instruction of other activities 
on the school properties tn the City of 
Ni York,’ because of his allegéd radi-

MINER. * | Mathematics and Politics In Fixing 
the Number of Seats. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the matter of reapportionment of 
Representatives in Congress, I beg to 
c@ll attention to the fact that several 
States are in danger of being deprived 
of their proper representation through 
the application of an Inaccurate method 
of computing the apportionment. 

The situation is as follows: 

The question as to the total size of 
the House is very properly a political 
| question, to be decided by Congress as 
it sees fit. But when once the total num- 
ber of Representatives has been fixed 
the apportionment of these Representa- 
tives among the several States is clearly 
a problem of mathematical fairness, to 
be decided by Congress on the basis of 
purely scientific facts. 

This mathematical problem is a dif- 
ficult one, however, so much so that last 
Fall the Chief Statistician of the Bureau 
of the Census (who himself had made 
very valuable contributions in this field) 
sent a letter to frienfis in Harvard Uni- 
versity requesting a further scientific 
study of the problem. es 

In response to this request the prob- 
lem has now received, for the first time, 
a complete mathematical analysis, re- 
; Sulting in a new and very simple method 
called the Method of Equal Proportions, 
which was presented to the American 
Mathematical Society Dec. 28, 1920, 
and immediately communicated to Con- 
gress.

They come before sun- 
up; they leave long after sundown, with no 
time off any day.

When there is a system whereby graduate 
nurses do the vital things for patients and 
are not tied down with one patient who does 
not need skilled nursing for twelve hours of 
the day, then, and only then, will every one 
be satisfied.

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Rent Basis for Taxes. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A letter, ‘‘ Choose Your Own Tax,”’ which 
appeared in today’s issue of THe NEw Yorn 
TIMES, attracted my attention. It seems to 
me that the writer of this letter has over- 
looked one of the most important—if not the 
most important—principles upon a 
present tax law must be based. _In order 
to be fair and just a tax must be levied in 
propartion to the income of the taxpayers. 
The basis for distribution of taxes must 
therefore vary directly with the taxpayer’s 
income. Does the rental value of the house 
we live in vary directly with our income? 
It is not unusual for one earning $4,000 a 
year to pay the same rental paid by one 
whose income is $6,000. Furthermore, one 
whose annual income is $50,000 does not pay 
much less for his house than one whose 
carnings are $100,000. The rental value used 
as a basis for taxation could not rid us of 
appraisers and collectors either, for who is 
goin; to determine the rental of those who 
own the houses they live in? We will still 
have to maintain an ‘ army 
and coliectors.”’

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WHAT KIND OF NURSES? 


Must Every One Pay the Fees of the 
Expert? 
To the Editor of Tie New York Times: 

A great deal has been written about 
nurses and the nursing question since 
Dr. Mayo’s interview appeared In print. 

Neither Dr. Mayo nor W. §. Bailey 
seems to realize that the law which pro- 
tects the nurses aiso protecta the public. 
‘““The mature woman of even average 
ability ’’ can no longer enter a house 
and pose as a nurse and demand a 
sraduate nurse’s pay. Many a death 
and much suffering have been caused by 
wrong nursing. 

W. S. Bailey charges the nurse lead- 
ers with failure to provide nursing care 
for the poor. That is hardly fair. ‘‘ The 
patient suffering from a grave illness 
requires—if he can afford her services— 
the nurse of the highest training and 
skill,”” writes W. S. Bailey. I beg to 
differ. Such a patient requires—whether 
he can afford it or not he still requires 
—the services of a nurse of the highest 
training and skill—and he should have 
her services, for we are dealing with a 
human life. This leads us into the field 
of economics. If justice prevailed 
throughout the world poverty would bes 
abolished, but the sick would still be 
with us. 

When we stop to consider that at all 
times there are 2,500,000 people ill, and 
more than half the population in need of 
medical or surgical care; and Statistics 
tell us that at least 23,000 women die 
annually in childbirth, or from injuries 
derived from child bearing; wher we 
think of all the real nursing to be done, 
who can agree with Dr. Mayo that sub- 
nurses will fill the need? A nurse can- 
not be too well educated nor too highly 
trained. 

It seems to me that Dr. Mayo is trying 
to put nursing back into the hands of 
ignorance. Why not send out a call for

SAVING GRANDCHILD 


Pulls Baby Girl From Danger 
and Is Crushed by 
Truck. 


RECORD FOR TRAFFIC COURT 


$5,000 In Fines, 26 Jall Sentences 
and 3 Other Deaths In 
Auto Accidents. 


A woman eighty years old was killed 
yesterday in saving her four-year-old 
granddaughter from the wheels of an 
automobile truck, and three other per-, 
sons lost their liyes in automobile acci- 
dents in and about New York. 

It was Mrs. Mary Vyskogel of 427 East 
Seventy-first Street who gave her life 
at Lexington Avenue and Sé€venty-sec- 
ond Street. She was crossing Lexing- 
ton Avenue from west to east, hand-in- 
hand with her granddaughter, Mildred | 
Holub, four years old. As the motor | 
truck thundered down cn them the old 
woman seized the child and pulled her 
back out of danger, but was herself 
struck and thrown about twenty feet. 
She was dead when an ambulance ar- 
rived. The little girl was taken to Re- 
ception Hospital for treatment for cuts 
and bruises, but went nome later. 

Patrolman John Shea of the East Six- 
ty-seventh Street Station arrested the 
truck driver, Arthur Kaufman, 18 years 
old, on the charge of homicide. Kauf-

An unidentified man was killed when 
an automobile struck his pushcart and 
pinned him between the cart and the 
wall of the Washington Avenue Bridge 
over the Wallabout Canal, Brooklyn. 
The man was apparently an Italian, 
about 42 years old, five feet nine inches 
tall, 180 pounds in weight, with a black 
moustache. He had a scar on the back 
of his head.

TRANSIT HEARINGS 
DELAYED TO NOY. 10 


Commission Announces  Post- 
ponement to Keep Proposals 
Out of the Election. 


NO FOOTBALL OF POLITICS 


Work of Appraising Traction Lines 
Continues—Kaplan Issues 
Reply to Untermyer. 


The Transit Commission announced 
yesterday that public hearings in con- 
nection with its plan for the traction 
consolidation in the city wopld not begin 
until Nev. 10. The reason for the delay 
was to entirely separate the transit pro- 
posals from the Mayoralty campaign. 
The commission hoped that by the date 
set the minds of those called as wit- 
nesses would not be disturbed by specu- 
lating on the results of a pending mu- 
nicipal election. Part of the commis- 
sion’s announcement reads: 

“The ‘outline of the plan published by 
t®# commission at the end of September 
was given out at the earliest date at 
which’ it could be completed, in order to 
inform the public of the progress made 
and to furnish a basis for study in ad- 
vance of the hearings. 

“The reception given the report by 


the press, and the discussion that has 
followed, thave been gratifying. But 
while much of the criticism has been 
constructive and of a helpful tendency, 
there has been a pronounced disposi- 
tion in some quarters to make the tran- 
sit plan a football of politics, employ- 
ing prejudiced misrepresentation and 
abuse in place of dispassionate inquiry: 
It has become increasingly evident that 
such an attitude makes it futile to at- 
tempt to develop the plan, through the 
medium of the examinations proposed, 
while the campaign is on. 


Nothing to Do With Politics. 


‘*The commission's program has noth- 
ing to do with politics, and its action will 
not be affected either one way or the 








other by the issue of tke election. - Its 
function is to work out a. reorganization 
based on sound, economic principles, to 
repair as far as it can the damage that 
has been done and to relieve the present 
intolerable conditions as soon as possi- 
ble with the degree of sureness required. 

‘“The commission belleves, therefore, 
that a short delay in beginning its series 
of hearings—which could in no event be 
finished until a considerable time after 
election—will be more than compensated 
fos by the better progress that will be 
made when the whole matter may be ap- 
proached free from the biased and un- 
reasoning spirit engendered by a politi- 
cal contest.’ 

The purpose of the hearings as ex- 
Dlained in the report of the commission 
is to subject ‘‘ the several companies to 
further examination in relation to their 
affairs, and in particular as to their 
attitude toward the plan, at which op- 
portunity will be afforded for criticism 
and constructive suggestion.’’ 

The public hearings will last about two 
months, if the present plan of holding 
three sessions a week is adhered to, and 
so it will be well into the New Year 
before the final, or statutory plan, is 
finished. In the meantime the work of 
appraising the various traction proper- 
ties will go on and will be completed, it 
is expected, about the first of the year. 


Kaplan Replies to Untermyer. 


‘Former Senator Abraham Kaplan 
issued a statement yesterday in which 
he described himself as “* exceedingly 
happy and grateful’ because one’s 
‘“‘reputatiofii for honesty and ability ” 
was established in this city when he 


had been attacked by Samuel Unter- 
myer. The statement was a reply to 
Mr. Untermyer’s refusal to debate the 
transit situation with Mr. Kaplan on 
the ground that the latter appeared to 
be ‘hopelessly uninformed’’ on the 
subject. 

Mr. Kaplan insists he is thoroughly 
informed on transit matters, and asks: 
_'’ Where, pray, may I ask, has Mr. 
Untermyer received his knowledge of the 
situation? Did he receive it from the

Ten Democratic Votes Expected. 


According to one of the Democratic 
opponents of the treaty the minority 
Senators who will vote for ratification 
are Underwood, the Democratic leader; 
Hitchcock, ranking minority member of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations; 
Pomerene, Walsh of Massachusetts, 
Gerry, Myers, Broussard, Ransdell, 
Fletcher and Shields. It is known that 
strong influence is being brought to 
bear to persuade some of these Senators 
to change front, but the efforts now 
appear doomed to defeat. 

An amendment offered by Senator 
Walsh of Montana, which would have 
pledged the United States to join with 
the signatories of the Versailles Treaty 
in protecting Germany from unjustified 
invasion of her territory, was defeated, 
71 to 7, those supporting it, all Demo- 
crats, being Walsh of Montana, Hitch- 
cock, King, Overman, Simmons, Glass 
and Culberson. A second Walsh amend- 
ment would have obliged the Government 
to “use its good offices’’ to prevent an 
unjustified invasion of German terri- 
tory. This amendment was defeated, 
62 to 6, the supporters being the same 
with the exception of Senator Culberson. 

Senator Williams ‘of Mississippi said 
the supporters of the Walsh propositions 
appeared to regard Germany ‘as a lamb 
surrounded by wolves ready to pounce 
upon her.” 

“They seem to think,” added Senator 
Williams, ‘“‘that the way to keep peace 
is to keep somebody from pouncing on 
Germany. There is but one way by 
which we can secure an international 
agreement for the limitation of arma- 
ment-on land and sea, and that is for 
this country to ratify the defense treaty 
drawn by Clemenceau and recommended 
to their respective Governments by 
Lloyd George and Woodrow Wilson, and 
that treaty, for the protection of France, 
is now lying on the shelf in the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations. 


Urges Support of France. 


“So far as I know, I am the only 
Senator who has publicly supported that 
treaty. The Franch people will never be 
securé unless France secures possession 
of the left bank of the Rhine, which is 
something that is unthinkable, or the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples agree that in the 
future they will protect France from an 
unprovoked attack on the part of Ger- 
many. Those are the first two alterna- 
tives, and the third alternative ig an- 
other war, out of which we will seek 
to keép and into which we will inevi- 
tably be drawn. 

“France wants to disarm, but she can 
never disarm so long as her 40,000,000 
people are threatened by 60,000,000 Ger- 
mans. We must make up our mind to 
bear our part of the world burden or 
else prepare to take part in the next war. 
These amendments recite an imaginary 
danger exactly opposite to the real dan- 
ger that exists.” 

Senator Walsh said he had been mis- 
understood by the Mississippi Senator. 
He declared he 2lso favored ratifica- 
tion of the treaty to protect France 
and his amendments were intended sole- 
ly to protect from unjustified attack 
a Germany that was disarmed and help- 
less. 

‘We are not guaranteeing anybody, 
either our Allies or anybody else,’’ in- 
terrupted Senator Lodge, ‘and, of 
course, we are not protecting Germany. 
The Ggrman Reichstag has ratified this 
treaty, and I think, keeping that fact 
in mind, that the Germans can be trust- 
ed to look after their own interests.’’ 

Senator Lenroot challenged the cor- 
rectness of the interpretation placed on 
the treaty by Senators Borah and Reed, 
as did Senators Kellogg and Townsend. 
“chey asserted that the treaty does not 
seek to make this country a party to 
the League of Nations or any part of 
the Treaty of Versailles. It simply, 
Senator Lenroot argued, gave this coun- 
try the option to avail itself of certain 
specific sections of the Versailles 
Treaty.

This sum— 
just about what the war cost the Allies 
in one day—would save upwards of 5,- 
000,000 lives that otherwise seem doomed

Colonel Haskell reckoned that by his 
Armenian experience it would be suffi- 
cient to supply food for one-third of the 
famine sufferers, which he estimated 
at 15,000,000, and prevent any popula- 
tion actually dying of starvation. <Ac- 
cording to his reckoning the hunger 
would not reach anything like a wide- 
death point before December, 
though a number of less fortunate in- 
habitants are bound to be overwhelmed 
long ere that, and that should the rest 
of the world agree to a general relief 
program it would be possible by the end 
of the year to organize feeding for 5,- 
000,000 in cereals (that being 
needed) for six months at an outside 
cost of $50,000,000, which would provide 
some 2,000 tons daily. 

Colonel Haskell summed up his 
pression of his trips as follows 

1—Serious and widespread famine 
exists in the Volga Basin and to the 
east thereof. 

2—This tamine is due primarily to the 
drought of the past Summer. Whatever 
has been requisitioned by the Soviet Gov- 
ernment or Red and White Armies 
there would have been nothing in the 
nature of serious starvation danger had 
not the drought occurred. 

8—The crisis in the famine will not be 
reached before the first of next year. 

4—Seventy-five per cent. of the people 
affected can be reached with the trans- 
port available in Russia. 

5—From the best available reports 
after discounting exaggeration and prop- 
aganda, it is believed that around 
15,000,000 people are affected by the 
famine. 

6—The population is not uniformly af- 
fected and a considerable number of the 
15,000,000 can obtain food sufficient to 
sustain life. 

7—The order of urgency for relief is 
first, food; second, medical supplies, 
and third, clothing. 

S—In addition to the present relief the 
most crying need is a program of adult 
feeding. 

9—This program 
cereals. 

10—To carry out a reasonable adult 
food program it is estimated that the re- 
quirements aniount to 5,000,000 pounds 
of cereals daily.

Speech Is Expected to Deal With 


Measurés to Counteract Ex- 
change Fluctuations. 


LONDON, Oct. 17, (Associated Press.)

The legislative body will consider steps 
necessary to meet the serious unemploy- 
ment situation and the prevailing trade 
depression. The reopening will be with- 
out ceremony, and the session is ex- 
pected to be a short one. Premier 
Lloyd George will deliver a speech in 
which he will outline the Government’s 


proposals for dealing with the relief of 
the unemployed. It is expected that he 
will announce the Government's policy 
with regard to the Washington confer- 
ence and make known the composition 
of the British delegation. It 1s not im- 
probable that the Premier also will 
touch lightly on Irish affairs and the 
Upper Silesian decision. 

It is believed, however, that all mat- 
ters outside of trade, finamce and 
unemployment are likely to be the sub- 
jects of little debate, and that the 
greater part of the session will be 
confined to discussion of the Govern- 
ment’s policy for dealing with unem- 
ployment. The Premier has recently 
been continually engaged with his 
Secretaries in preparing a speech which 
it is believed will be an exhaustive 
review of the whole field of trade de- 
pression and collapsed exchange and a 
discussion of the feasibility of taking 
measures to counteract all exchange 
fluctuations. 

Whether the Government has worked 
out any definite plan for the relief of 
unemployment is not known, but it is 
the general belief that the Premier will 
merely outline suggested lines of relief, 
leaving the matter to be dealt with in 
detail later by the special Cabinet 
committee which has been discussing 
many plans. 

The three main lines of the Govern- 
ment’s suggestions are expected to be: 
First, efforts by State assistance to 
stimulate exports; second, assistance to 
local authorities in the promotion of 
relief work, and third, an increase of 
the unemployn. ent insurance fund by 2 
levy of twopence weekly additional on 
workmen and employers. 

Discussions between the Labor Party 
and the Cabinet Committee have re- 
vealed much divergence of opinion, and, 
the Labor Party intends to put forth 
its own program of relief. 

In the event of Mr. Lloyd George’s 
going to Washington, Austen Chamber- 
lain will become Acting Premier and in 
that capacity will preside at the Irish 
conference.

‘“‘It would be dramatic and satisfying 


to have some definite, detailed facts 
| which would translate into the words 
‘better business.’ I have no doubt that 
man$ men in business, since they have 
heard lately so much about the cycles of 
business, crave information of this au- 
thoritative kind. They forget that the 
| exact facts will not be known for years 
—perhaps they will never be known. 
| Public sentiment, which so greatly con- 





trols the movements of business, follows 
the facts, but it does not follow evenly. 

‘* All history shows that periods of 
prosperity and depression’ come in cycles, 
the rotation being about as follows: (1) 
Prosperity, (2) liquidation. (3) stagna- 
tion and (4) revival. At the present 
time the process of liquidation is well 
advanced and the end of stagnation and 
the beginning of the period of revival 
seem now to depend upon certain things 
which are susceptible of accomplishment 
in the near future, among which may be 
enumerated the financial rehabilitation 
of our great transportation systems and 
the determination of the policy of the 
Government with respect to revegues 
and the tariff.. . 

‘‘ When the period of revival does def- 
initely set in, to be followed by a new 
era of prosperity, let us remember that 
the greater the wave of prosperity and 
the more unrestrained the expansion and 
the speculation accompanying it, the 
sharper will be the depression that will 
fcllow. If, however, the lessons of the 
last two years are remembered, the next 
period of prosperity will be of longer 
duration than any we have had before 
and the subsequent reaction will be far 
less severe.”’

This allows the buyer to} 
figure the yardage expense and, there- 
fore, make a fairly accurate estimate of 
the total charge for a garment. With 
the knowledge of this cost, he said, the 
buyer would be apt to use it as a means 
of getting the manufacturer to reduce 
his quoted price. 


Decline on Spring Clothing. 


The opening prices of a number of 
clothing manufacturers show that the 
average of quotations for next Spring 
is about 7 per cent. below the current | 
values. The more prominent houses | 
have named basic figures on their 
Spring lines that will mean retail values! 
of $35 or $40. While this is not the| 
reduction that retailers would have} 
liked to see, it is at least 35 per cent. | 
below the peak of last year. The fea-/| 
tured lines will not be sold next season | 
for $25, but there will be quite a few| 
makers who will sell at a price allowing | 
that retail figure. |

BiG LOAN TO CUBA 
TO BE MADE SOON 


Group Headed by Morgan & Co. 
to Advance Between Fifty 
and Sixty Millions. 


$5,000,000 ALREADY LENT 


Will Run From 30 to 40 Years at 7 
Per Cent.—Planters to 
Benefit. 


Arrangements are nearing completion 
for the loan by an Americar banking 
group of from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 
to the Republic of Cuba. The group will 
be headed by J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
in all probability will include a syndi- 
cate of bankers in all parts of the ccun- 
try. <A preliminary advance of $5,000,- 
000 for one year already has been made 
by J., P. Morgan & Co. threwch the 
Bank “of Cuba to:meet current saaries 
and other obligations. It is expected 
that details of the loan will be com- 
pleted and that it will be ready for 
formal announcement within two weeks. 

Two formal permissions must be ob- 
tained before signatures can be affixed 
to the loan contract. One of them is 
the permission of the State Department, 
which already has unofficially an- 
nounced that it favors such a loan and 
will not stand in the way. The other 
is the permission of the Cuban Congress, 
where more difficulty may be encoun- 
tered. 

The ‘‘ set-up ”’ of the loan will be ap- 
proximately as follows: It will be for 
$50,000,000 to $60,000,000; it will run for 
thirty to ferty years, probably the 
longer maturity; it will be a 7 per cent. 
| issue; it will be endorsed by the Gov- 
ernment of Cuba, but will not be a 
direct obligation of the customs receipts. 
Some of the bankers here and in Cuba 
hold the theory that a 6% per cent. 
coupon is sufficient and that $50,000,000 
or $60,000,000 of non-callable bonds bear- 
ing the 6i4 per cent. rate can ‘be readily 
sold. However, there are differences of 
opinion about this, and the rate is a 
problem for further negotiations. 

Dwight W. Morrow, one of the mem- 
bers of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
returned yesterday from Cuba, where 
he investigated the situation at first 
hand. Mr. Morrow is not ready to dis- 
close his plans for the loan, but said 
that he might make a formal statement 
j}tuday. Of conditions in Cuba he said: 
‘* While the industrial situation in Cuba 
| has been and now is serious, I believe 
|} that ultimately the difficulties can be 
frreroonee und a normal condition estab- 
| lished.’’ 
| ‘The $5,000,000 advance made for one 
| year by J, P, Morgan & Co. is a pri- 
vate bank loan, and will not be offered 
for public subscription. It is for the 
purpose of paying back: salaries and 
other inimediate governmental expenses. 
One of the bankers who has just re- 
turned from Cuba deelared yesterday 
that such a loan granted at once would 
greatly relieve the Cuban situation. He 
declared that many employes of the 
Government and the municipalities had 
not been paid for several weeks and that 


when he left Cuba they were on strike 
for their money. 

It_is purposed to form a corporation 
in Cuba which will resemble in opera- 
tion and e an of machinery the War 
inance orporation of the United 
States, and tnrougn the credit extended 
this corporation, which will receive the 
proceeds of the purposed loan, the plant- 
ers will be aided, each through his in- 
dividual bank. ‘Bankers express the 
opinion that immediate aid is neces- 
sary for Cuba and that the sooner the 
loan is sold in the United States and 
direct relief afforded the hetter,

pany. By decisions handed down in the 
United States Supreme Court on June 
24, 1914, the Frairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany and the Ohio Oil Company were re- 
quired to operate their pipe lines as 
common carriers of oil, and as such 
would be subject to the supervision, reg- 
ulation and control of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the Federal 
Trade Commission. Because of this rut- 
ing the .stockholders of the Prairie Oil 
and Gas Company decided to separate 
from the pipe lin& business and organ- 
ized the Prairie Pipe Line _Company in 
Kansas with a capital of $27,000,000, and 
stockholders of the Ohio Oil Company 
organized the Illinois Pipe Line Com- 
pany in Ohio with a capital of $20,000,- 
000 to conduct business as common car- 
{riers of oil in interstate commerce. 

Suit was filed against Mr. Rockefeller 
for taxes on the stock of the pipe line 
companies. At the same time the estate 
of William L. Harkness sued to recover 
$168,044 paid to the Government. 

Mr. Rockefeller contended that the 

stockholders of the Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company ind the Ohio Oil Company re- 
ceived nothing out of the assets of the 
| two companies for their separate use 
and benefit, but that on the contrary 
all the assets and their entire original 
investment remained subject to business 
irisks which might result in wiping out 
the entire investment. Judge Learned 
Hand in the Federal Court decided In 
August that the shares acquired by Mr. 
| Rockefeller and Mr. Harkness were not 
| dividends. 
Mr. Rockefeller filed an appeal from 
ithe decision last month and the case 
will come up in the United States Su- 
preme Court.

COTTON PRICES DROP 
ON RAIL STRIKE TALK

Sufficient Demand Prevents an 
Open Break—German Marks 
Also Distirbing Factor. 


eee 


For the first time in two months fac- 
tors yesterday seemed overwhelmingly 
against cotton. Uneasiness abroad over 
financial developments in Germany 
caused a decline of nearly a cent and a 
half in Liverpool. The proposed rail- 
road strike had a disturbing effect on 
sentiment in New York and New Or- 
leans, prices breaking nearly a cent a 
pound. The decline was orderly, in view 
of sufficient demand to prevent an open 
break. A‘ sharp decline in wheat and 
the collapse in German marks also were 
untoward influences. Final prices were 
70 to 89 points lower than on Saturday. 


Selling started with the opening. 
Weakness became so pronounced abroad 
that difference between January in the 
two markets declined to 490 points, com- 
pared witlis more than 800 points a few 
weeks ago. This brought steady pres- 
sure on Wew York and New Orleans. 
At the start quotations yielded only 
about a quarter of a cent. Demand for 
December sustained the market, but it 
soon became evident that the volume of 
trade buying would not be able to ab- 
sorb all the contracts from speculative 
and Southern sources. Sentiment on the 
immediate; course of prices was suffi- 
ciently confused last week to cause an 
irregular market. Over-Sunday develop 
ments served to weaken buying power 
and increased liquidation. An extensive 
long inter@st had been created during 
the many }weeks’ steady advance, trade 
and speculative accounts being larger 
than usuaj at this season. With factors 
escorts wy | o disturbing contracts ap- 
peared from all directions. 

Soon after the opening ’a sharp break 
in New Orleans brought large selling 
orders from Southern houses. January 
broke to 18% cents, but heavy buying 
in December at 18.70, January at 158.50 
and May at 18 cents absorbed ae 
For a time resistance proved substantia 
The decline halted and pressure di- 
minished. On a rally of 10 points sell- 
ing was resumed, and on the next break 
to 18.50 for January,’ weight of con- 
tracts became the heaviest in two 
months. Thousands of bales, all posi- 
tions, came out. Stop-loss orders were 
reached and accumulated all buying or- 
ders were filled. January broke to 
18.25, a decline of 75 points from Sat- 
urday. Pressure on May ran that month 
to 17.70. All efforts to stem the de- 
cline proved futile.’ Liquidation ap- 
peared in all positions equally, even 
December coming under pressure. Liv- 
erpool prices broke until that market 
lost more than 140 American points, 
with final prices the lowest of the day. 
This increased arbitrage selling in New 
York, while declining prices in New Or- 
leans acted as a depressing factor. 
Larger demand for December around 
18% cents steadied the market around 
midday. 

With pressure somewhat less urgent 
during carly afternoon trading, came a 
recovery of 20 points. Large exports 
and scattered trade demand for Decem- 
ber and May enabled room operators to 
advance quotations more successfully. 

General selling came the last hour. 
Room traders had been supporting the 
market for two hours, but instead of 
attracting covering or outside demand, 
contracts were found to be secping in- 
to the ring. This made holders un- 
easy and effort to resell started a 
sharp decline. Although January had 
sold back to about 18% cents, pressure 
became so urgent that all months broke 
through earlier low figures. This down- 
ward movement encountered fewer 
supporting orders than’ January went 
through at 18% cents, selling at 18.10 
during the final rush. The tone became 
weak, owing to fear of another decline 
abroad and withdrawal of many buy- 
ing orders for trade» account. March 
touched 18 cents, December sold as low 
as 18.34. 

Exports. were the largest of any day 
so far this season. Clearances amount- 
ed to more than 72,000 bales, making 
108,000 for the first two days of the 
week, against 112,000 for the entire 
week a year ago.

MARKS TOUCH .521%4. 


Sterling Strong as German Ex- 
change Reaches New Low Level. 


Weakness in German marks, which 
drove them down to .541%4 cent, by far 
the lowest figure on record, with a cor- 
responding strength in sterling, which 
sold at $3.94, the highest since May 25, 
evidenced the cross sections of the pe- 
culiar exchange market yesterday. It 


was doubted in the financial district 
that the reparations payments have any- 
thing to do with the weakness of-marks 
or the strength of sterling. Bankers in-

nection receiverships of the 


United States District Attorney here 
yesterday. 

Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney David Cahill, for the Government, 
moved before Judges Henry Hade Rog- 
ers, Charles M. Hough and Julian W. 
Mack in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, to set aside the order 
of Judge Martin T. Manton freeing 
Controller Craig. Following an argu- 
ment, in which Edmund L. Mooney ap- 
peared for Craig, decision was reserved 
and the lawyers were given five days 
in which to file briefs. : 

The case against Craig nas been in 
the courts for many months. It was 
charged that his criticisms of Judge 
Mayer, to the effect that information 
concerning the receiverships was with- 
held from city officials, were untrue. 
Craig would not retract his statements, 
and in March Judge Mayer imposed the 
jail ‘sentence in New Jersey. The case 
was appealed to Judge Manton, who 
freed Craig with the statement that 
‘the court exceeded its jurisdiction by 
an excess of power in adjudging the de- 
fendant guilty.” 

The point now involved is whether the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
has the power to review the decision of 
Judge Manton, who although he is a 
member of that court, was sitting at the 
time o2 the decision as a Circuit Judge. 
Mooney contends that there is no ap- | 
peal from the decision, but the United 
States District Attorney seeks to have 
the Circuit Court of Appeals set aside 
the decision and to compel Craig to go 
to jail. : 

The Government at yesterday’s hear- 
ing contended that Judge Manton, as a 
Circuit Judge, had no power to review 
Judge Mayer’s action, and that if he 
were sitting in the District Court the 
decision was appealable. 

Mooney, opposing Gajnill’s contentions, 
argued that no appeal or writ of error 
liés to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
from»Judg2 Manton’s order, because it 
was not an order of that court. 

“It would ~be a bold man,” said 
Nooney, ‘‘ who would say that he could 
compass in words of description all of 
the powers and duties of a Circuit 
Judge. There are many that escape the 
memory because they are infrequently 
exercised. When Congress by the act of 
1891, in part, and wholly in 1911, set up 
the new Appellate Court, United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, it did not at- 
tempt to strip the Circuit Judges of all 
their powers except to sit upon the 
bench of the Appellate Court and to be 
designed to sit in an inferior court. tt 
contented itself by abolishing the Cir- 
cuit Court and by specifying that the 
Circuit Judges who sit in the Court of 
Appeals might be designated to sit in the 
District Court. 

‘“‘Tt ean scarcely be argued or assumed 
that Congress intended that the Circuit 
Court of Appeals should sit in review of 
the acts of its own members when exer- 
cising their duties as, Circuit Judges. 
Certainly no such power was expressly 
conferred.”’
